2D HUSBAND OF 
MRS. TOM THUMB 
DIES AT AGE OF 71 


Middleboro, Mass., Oct. 31.—Count 
Primo Magri, 71, second husband of 
Mrs. Tom Thumb and himself a famous 
dwarf, died at a hospital here tonight 
after an illness of two weeks. 

Two weeks ago Count Magri, ‘who 
was thirty-seven inches tall and 
weighed fifty-five pounds, held an auc- 
tion sale of the late Tom Thumb’s ef- 
fects and those of his wife, and with 
the proceeds planned to return to Italy. 
He was born in Bologna in 1849. He 
first appeared on an Italian stage in 
1865 and four years later received his 
title from Pope Pius IX’ With it went 
an annual pension. 

Primo and his brother Ernest, who 
was thirty-eight and one-half inches 
tall, came to the United States in 1878 
and later joined the famous Barnum 
troupe, whieh included Mr. and Mrs. 
Tom Thumb. In 1885, two years after 
the death of Tom Thumb, the widow 
was married to Count Magri at Trinity

Ameriean exports showed decrease of $67,000,- 
600 in August from a total of $651,000,000 in July. 
Imports during the same period declined $18,000,- 
000. The figures may or may not be indicative of 


but at least they serve to draw attention to the 
dangers of a continued slump in such trade. Eu- 
rope is beginning to serve its own needs. Eventu- 
ally many of our markets, developed by war condi- 
tions, will be reduced to a minimum if they are 
not lost completely. It seems the part of wisdom 
to look around us for new markets to take their 
place. 

China offers an interesting field for such com- 
mercial prospecting. We have long been taught 


that China is rich tn natura) resources, but lacking | 


in the capital for their development. American 
eapital has been slow to enter that field because of 
legal restrictions and complicated local difficulties 
in China. If these restrictions and difficulties can 
be cleared away it is possible that our search for 
new markets to replace those we seem to be losing 
in Eurepe may need te extend no further. 

Of late years strong efforts have been made to 
induce the United States government to permit in- 
corporation of American companies by the United 
States court in Shanghai, but without success, 
Such incorporation is made necessary largely by 
the local Chinese custom of “ squeezing " concerns 
doing business under Chinese charters to such an 
extent that even Chinese in the south of the re- 
public heve found it necessary to incorporate as 
foreign firms to escape the graft levy in their own 
country. 

The history of efforts by foreign firms to develop 
China is a history of graft, mismanagement, and 


. intrigue. Double track railroad lines with ninety 


pound rails and elaborate stations, for instance, 
have been built to provide for a total traffic of two 
trains a day in some sections. American enterprise 
with Chinese labor, unhampered by such grafting 
‘pelicies, could open up the interior markets of 
China in such a way that the capital outlay would 
be negligible. Whereas our products are now prac 
theally limited to a radius of ninety miles inland 
from chief ports, they could, with transportation 
development, have access to all of China. Amert- 
ean steel] men could build mills, using cheap 
Ghimese ore, coal, and labor, and American railroad 


gould then build railroads at cost absurdly 


low. Such development would give America first

The one extenuation’ in the murder was 
that the man might have been irresponsible be- | 
cause insane, in which case he should have been | 
placed in an asylum for the criminal insane and | 
kept there. If that extenuation was lacking it was 
murder hideous both in motive and manner—for 
which some thirteen years is the penalty. 

Such a process of reasoning apptied in other 
cases would not only turn murderers loose but 
might decorate them for public service. The jury- 
men give the impression that they sincerely tried 
to and a verdict satisfactory to their gense of duty, 
their conscience, and their understanding of the 
evidence, and we think probably they did. 

They seem to have befuddled themselves by their 
very efforts to do this. ‘Their fear that they would 
consider evidence which would be unfair, such as 
the confession and the testimony of with 
whom Wanderer had talked when he was candid, 
drove them away from intelligent thinking. They 
tortured the case, thinking they were too wise to 
be imposed upon. They thought they knew too 
much of police methods and of newspapers. This} 
delusion which citizens cherish regarding their 
information and wisdom permeates society and it 
prompts foolishness in community action. 

The verdict was a piece off such a bolt of goods, 
a decision reached by men probably trying to do 
their duty, but confused by the fact that they 
thought they knew much of things of which they 
knew little and obtruding this idea into the problem 
with which they had to deal. 

Thus confused, they found that the atrocious 
murder was committed by a sane man, but that 
it could be expiated by about thirteen years in the 
penitentiary. They did not trust the police, the 
coroner, or. the reporters who had dealt with 
They would not trust the insane 
asylums and they used that dangerous thing,“a 
little knowledge, to enable Wanderer to cry glee- 
fully to his jail mates: | ;

One group found very susceptible to 
pneumonia after measles were those 
who gave a history of previous pulmo- 
nary disease; for example, asthma, 
chronic bronchitis, repeated attacks of 
bronchitis, frequent colds, pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, and pleurisy. 

Another group that were very suscep- 
tible were those with pigeon breast, 
hatchet chest, barrel chest, and poor 
chest development generally.

bought out the street railway company's 
plant at less than that plant actually 
cost (I know this because I appraised 
the plant), Seattle has been compeiled 
to raise the fare to 7 cents, yet the car 
lines remain a losing venture. 

San Francisco's municipal railway ts 
earning noting whatever on the invest- 
ment, but the city still clings to the 5 
cent fare in the hope of forcing the 
street railway company Into bankruptcy.

| PRICES OF BEEF 
DROP 13 PERCENT 


Meat prices took another drop dur- 
ing.the month of October, -according 
to statements made last night by 


Announcement of a decline aver- 
aging 13 per cent on carcass beef at 
the end of October as compared with 
the first week of September is made 
in the regular monthly bulletin of 
the Institute of American Meat Pack- 
ers, to be issued today. Sol Wester- 
feld, president of the Retail Grocers’ 
association, said: | 

“ Heavy corn fed cattle are still high 
in price and scarce,” he said. “The 
decline in the price of western range 
cattle is as the packers say.” 

“On Oct. 36 the wholesale price of 
loins weighing from 16 to 20 pounds 
was 15 to 20 per cent lower than the 
price of loins weighing from 8 to 10 
pounds,” reads the packers’ statement. 

“There is a reason why the price of 
the heavier pork chops is lower than 
the light ones,” said Mr. Westerfeld. 
“The heavier loins are cut from older 
hogs and consequently not as tender 
as the lighter ones. That is why they 
are in greater demand than the heav- 
ier cuts.”
